EATER” DIES. 


Sacut Who Lived on Bodies of His 

Campmates and Went to Prison. 

~ Passes Away. .

DENVER (Colo.) April 26.—The body 
of Alfred Packer, known as the “Man 
Eater,” whose death occurred iast 
Wednesday in a cabin in Deer Creek 
Cafion, was brought to Littlet@ today 
for interment. Packer, who was an 
army scout, started to guide a party of 
five men from Salt Lake City to New 
Mexico, in 1873. 

They became lost in the mountains 
where the snow was six feet deep and 
Packer alone survived. The bodies of 
the other five men were later found. 
One body was dismembered. Packer 
disappeared, but was captured in 1883. 
He was convicted of murdering his 
five companions and was sentenced to 
forty years’ imprisonment. 

He always declared his innocence of 
murder. He claimed that in his ab- 
sence from camp one of his compan- 
fons killed the other four men and on 
his return attempted to kill him with a 
hatchet. but he shot the man. Packer 
admitted that in order to keep from 


one of the dead men. Me wes released ’ 
on parole in 1901. Packer was 64 years
